uerall Wards reſpectinely, oz their deputies, ſhall fozthwith giue perlonall warning and admonition to euery 


Houſeholderand 9paſterofa Family, within the City and Liberties thereof, that they themlelues take know⸗ 
ledge, and do ſtrictly charge and admoniſh all and euery their Childꝛen, Seruants, and Appzentiſes, that both 
they, their Childzen, Seruants, and Appꝛentiles, do from hencefozth carry and demeane themſelues well and 
oꝛderly towards all Ambaſſadozs, Noble perſons, Ladies, Gentlewomen and others whatlſoeuer , (hall 
haue occaſion to paſſe though the ſtreets, and do neither thꝛow noꝛ ſhoote any thing at them, noꝛ mil behaue 
themſelues towards them, either in geſture, wo2ds, oꝛ action: noꝛ ſhall vle vpon the Exchange, no: in any ſtreet 
oꝛ lane of the City. any vnciuill ſpozt, as Trap, Squibs, Fonte ball, o2 the like, vpon paine ot ſeuere puniſh⸗ 
ment to be inflicted vpon them accoꝛding to the quality of rhe offence. 
And to repꝛeſle the rude and vnmannerly behauiour of Carmen, Carters, Dꝛaymen, and others, vſing oꝛ 
woꝛking any Carr, Cart oꝛ Dꝛay whatſoeuer, It is allo enacted and declared by the Authoꝛity aloꝛelaid That 
not onely all and euery the Acts of Common Councell and Oꝛders of this City heretofoze made foꝛ the 
Gouernment orf them, bee put in due erecution but allo that the Baſter and Wardens of the Weodmongers 
ofthis City, doe admoniſh them particularly, not to commit any ſuch diloꝛders hereafter that may gie tuſt 
cauſe of offence. And that the ſaid -»aſter and Mar dens doe perfozme, in all poynts, the Act of common 
Councell made in that behalfe in the time of the Mayoꝛalty of Sir ohn Leman knight, late Lozd Mapoꝛ of 
this City, concerning Cars and Carmen. Aſſuring them that a ſtrict accompt ſhall be taken thereof, and leuere 
puniſhments inflicted vpon any of them that ſhall offend in that behalfe, acco2ding tothequalityof theiroffen- 
ces. And all Houſeholders t Jnhabitants are herebylikewiſe enioyned to be ayding andaſſiſting to the Conſta⸗ 
ble oꝛ other O klicer, that ſhall appzchend ſuch Offenders,and themlelues like wile in default ol any Officer to ap- 
pꝛehend and detaine ſuch an Offender, till he may be bzought befoze ſome Juſtice of the Peace,vpon paine of ſuch 
Fine as to the Court of Loꝛd Mayoꝛ and Aldermen, vpon eramination of the Offence, ſhall ſeeme realona⸗
